Infectious  Diseases 

The  year  began  with  a  sudden  epidemic  of  influenza  due  to  the  influenza 
viruses  A  and  B.  This  was  accompanied  by  an  outbreak  of  virus  gastro-enteritis 
and  by  respiratory  infections  due  to  the  cold  viruses.  Illnesses  from  these 
infections  reached  their  peak  in  the  first  week  of  January  and  declined  to 
the  seasonal  average  by  the  end  of  February. 

A  limited  outbreak  of  dysentery  occ\irred  from  March  to  May  and  affected 
school  attendances*  This  was  followed  by  a  widespread  outbreak  of  rubella 
and  a  limited  number  of  chickenpox  cases  in  May  and  J\ine.  A  lingering  epidervv' 
of  measles  came  next  and  lasted  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  of  the  happier  features  of  all  these  outbreaks  was  the  brevity  of 
the  symptoms  and  the  complete  safety  with  which  young  children  came  through 
their  illnesses. 

In  1962  the  most  important  illness  of  childhood  proved  to  be  virus 
gastro-enteritis,  a  disease  which  has  been  given  a  variety  of  misleading  names, 
such  as  "gastric  influenza"  and  "winter  vomiting".  Promptings  given  to  the 
laboratory  stimulated  the  start  of  a  special  investigation  into  its  cause  and 
prevention. 

Immuni s  a t i o ns 

Our  immunisation  programme  prevented  the  occurrence  of  polio,  diphtheria 
and  smallpox.  It  has  rapidly  reduced  whooping  cough  to  small  proportions 
and  has  hastened  the  decline  of  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  injections  required  was  happily  cut  down  in  I962  by  the 
introduction  of  oral  polio,  vaccine.  There  is  even  reason  to  believe  that 

artificial  resistance  to  infectious  disease  will  make  more  progress  diiring 
the  coming  years  and  that  it  will  be  given  in  much  greater  comfort  to  young 
children. 

Health  Visitors 

The  multitude  of  duties  borne  by  Health  Visitors  had  two  further  additions 
with  the  introduction  of  the  Ortolani  and  Phenylketonuria  tests.  The  Ortolani 
test  detects  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip  joint  in  the  first  weeks  of 
life  while  the  Phenylketonuria  test  warns  of  a  metabolic  irregularity  which 
may  lead  to  mental  deficiency  and  which  has  to  be  treated  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  by  a  special  diet.  Both  tests  have  a  high  proportion  of 
negative  results  and  it  is  possible  for  a  Health  Visitor  to  go  on  testing  for 
five  or  more  years  without  discovering  a  single  case,  so  that  a  high  standard 
of  persistence  and  patience  is  required  with  both. 

Home  Hijirsing 

Thirty  thousand  injections  were  given  by  Home  Nurses  and  the  new 
disposable  syringes  gave  a  saving  in  time  and  labour  as  well  as  affording 
increased  safety  to  the  patients.  Another  innovation  which  was  appreciated 
was  the  issue  of  disposable  pads  to  incontinent  patients. 

A  night  nursing  service  for  severely  ill  patients,  sponsored  by  the  Marie 
Curie  Foundation  and  the  County  Council,  was  particularly  welcomed  by  relatives 
who  had  been  losing  sleep  and  then  having  to  work  next  day* 


Midwives 


Trilene  machines  were  made  part  of  every  Midwife’s  equipment  and 
provided  more  effective  anaesthesia  in  lahouro  More  hospital  midwifery  cases 
were  discharged  after  10  days  and  some  were  sent  home  after  48  hours  from 
Listerdale  Maternity  Home  and  the  Jessop  Hospital*  These  cases  all  required 
care  from  the  domiciliary  Midwives  after  discharge. 

Home  Helps 

Over  six  hundred  elderly  people,  maternity  cases,  tuberculosis  cases  and 
cases  with  domestic  difficulties  received  attention  from  over  a  hundred  Home 
Helps. 


Two  Nurses  supervised  this  scheme,  allocating  hours  of  work  according  to 
need  and  attending  to  the  many-sided  needs  of  the  elderly  and  infirm* 

Quotations  from  these  Nurses’  diaries  give  the  best  illustration  of  their 

vjorko 

"Asked  optician  to  visit  the  homes  of  three  elderly  people  and  to  supply 
new  glasses*" 

"Made  appointment  for  elderly  woman  at  hospital  out-patients*  Contacted 
Ambulance  Officer  for  her  conveyance." 

"Asked  miners'  representative  to  send  coal  to  pit  pensioner  who  had  none." 

"Telephoned National  Assistance  Officer  for  fireguard  for  elderly  man* 
Bought  and  delivered  it." 

"Lent  Home  Help  scrubbing  brush,  soap  and  dishclothes  from  private  supply 
for  a  home  where  elderly  woman  refused  to  buy  them." 

"Collected  pension  for  old  age  pensioner"  and  finally  "asked  sweep  to 
call  at  the  home*" 

School  Dental  Service 


Staffing  difficulties  at  the  Dinnington  dental ' clinic  have  .at  last  been 
overcome  and  a  full  dental  service  for  school  children,  pre-school  children 
and  expectant  mothers  is  operating  for  the  first  time  for  25  years* 

A  necessary  improvement  in  the  condition  of  school  children’s  teeth 
has  already  been  reported  by  school  medical  officers. 

Clinic  Buildings 

The  area  is  unique  in  having  such  a  generous  share  of  new  buildings  for 
clinic  pirrposes*  The  attitude  of  parents  and  staff  to  infant  welfare  was 
transformed  by  the  new  County  Council  Clinic  at  Dinnington  and  by  the  hopes 
of  new  premises  at  Wales. 

Developmental  Clinic 

One  of  the  most  successful  innovations  was  the  special  clinic  held  by 
Dr.  Harvey,  the  Paediatrician,  to  assess  the  progress  of  mentally  retarded 
babies.  Ascertainment  of  mental  handicap  in  infancy  permitted  an  early 
warning  to  be  given  to  parents  so  that  they  were  spared  the  severe  shock  of 
being  told  when  the  child  reached  5  years. of  age  that  the  child  could  not  be 
admitted  to  school.  It  also  allowed  the  earlier  admission  of  these  children 
to  Maltby  Training  Centre. 


Heejin^  Teois 


Routine  heeiring  tests  by  pure  tone  audiometer  uere  made  on  a  much, 
extended  scale  to  children  of  6  and  7  years  of  age  in  infant  schools. 

Severely  affected  children  were  sent  for  assessment  to  the  new 
Audiology  Clinic  at  Doncaster  School  for  the  Deaf. 

Liaison  with  Hospit al  Staffs 

The  Health  Department  staff  provided  a  link  vi/ith  the  homes  of  hospital 
patients^.  Cases  discharged  from  m-aternity,  geriatric ?  children's,  tuber culosj.s 
and  mental  illness  vi/ards  were  taken  over  by  midwives,  home  nurses,  mental 
welfare  officers,  home  helps  and  health  visitors  when  they  returned  home. 

Special  reports  on  the  home  were  furnished  to  consultants  before  cases  were 
iischarged  and  reports  were  given  to  help  in  the  selection  of  cases  for 
ac'-iTaission. 

Lj.aison  wi th  Family  Doctors 

Clinics  were  provided  for  family  doctors  for  the  examination  of  their 
ow.n  patients  who  were  expectant  mothers.  Help  at  these  clinics  was  givo.n 
by  domiciliary  midwives  and  health  visitors*  The  majority  of  infant  v^elfare 
clinics  were  taken  by  general  practitioners  and  there  was  a  constant  exchange 
of  information  with  the  Health  Department. 

Public  Health  Inspectors 


The  detailed  and  descriptive  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
speaks  for  itself.  I  will  perm.it  myself  only  one  comment  on  this  section  of 
the  report.  The  Rural  District  Council  and  staff  push  to  the  limit  all 
progress  possible  in  improving  houses  and  providing  new  housing  accommodation. 

I  "Wish  they  could  do  much  more.  They  share  my  feelings. 

Chiropody 

Old  People’s  Welfare  Comm.ittees  controlled  the  present  scheme  for 
chiropody  treatment.  Appro xim.at el y  one-third  of  the  pensioner  population 

were  treated  along  with  a  trivial  number  of  physically  handicapped  persons 
and  expectant  mothers.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  was  borne  by  the  County  Council* 
Considerable  changes  are  likely  to  take  place  in  the  scheme  when  the  new 
register  of  chiropodists  is  completed. 

Nursing  Eg- ^ ipmerd 

Several  hundred  issues  of  nursing  equipment  v;ere  made,  ranging  from 
bed-pans,  rubber  sheets,  Dunlopillo  mattresses  and  pressure  rings  to 
wheelchairs  and  hydraulic  hoists. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

A  volumetric  gauge  and  a  sulphur  dioxide  gauge  at  Bramley,  another 
sulphur  dioxide  gauge  at  Treeton  and  a  smoke  recorder  at  Dinnington  have  kept 
gloomy  records  of  the  atmospheric  irritants  caused  by  local  collieries,  coke 
ovens,  gas  works  and  domestic  chimjieys. 

After  years  of  failiure  and  in  spite  of  a  steady  industrial  expansion, 
these  records  in  recent  years  actually  showed  an  improvement  in  air  cleanliness?-

Children  Ueglected  or  Ill~treated  in  Their  Own  Homes 
Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families 

Seven  families  were  reported  to  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  for  the  care 
of  neglected  children  in  the  Division  in  November.  Action  was  taken  as  follows s- 

Family  One  ■  Father  stayed  off  work  for  birth  of  child  and  family  were  without 
means.  The  National  Assistance  Officer  was  asked  to  provide 
immediate  money  allowance. 

A  child  in  the  family,  was  reported  to  be  backward  mentally  by  the 
health  visitor  and  the  case  was  referred  for  formal  examination 
under  Section  34  of  the  Education  Act,  1944» 

Family  Two  Mother  dead.  Education  Welfare  Officer  was  asked  to  arrange  school 
meals  for  children  attending  school. 

Health  Visitor  was  asked  to  provide  enuresis  alarm  for  male  aged  21. 

Home  Help  Supervisor  was  asked  to  provide  daily  Home  Help  under 
County  Council  scheme. 

Family  Three  13  persons  were  living  in  a  3  bedroomed  house,  including  this 
family  who  were  lodgers.  Father  worked  at  the  colliery. 

Application  was  made  to  the  National  Coal  Board  Housing  Manager 
for  a  separate  house  for  this  family.

An  unmarried  mother  with  three  children.  The  National  Assistance 
Officer  was  asked  to  make  weekly  payments  to  the  mother  as 
payments  under  an  Affiliation  Order  were  unreliable. 

School  Medical  Officer  w^e  asked  to  see  a  child  suffering  from 
nervousness  and  sleeplessness  at  the  school  clinic. 

Father  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  unemployed.  The 
National  Assistance  Officer  was  asked  to  provide  an  additional 
allowance. 


Family  Seven  Both  parents  had  been  mental  in-patients  and  there  was  a  suggestion 
that  there  had  been  cruelty  to  the  children.  The  Mental  Welfare

Domiciliary  Visiting 

1,171  effective  visits  plus  I5O  ineffective  visits  were  made  to  households 
of  tuberculosis  patients  during  the  year,  together  with  44  visits  to  the 
Chest  Clinic. 

From  the  Public  Health  point  of  view,  the  problem  of  tuberculosis  is 
practically  limited  to  cases  who  have  infectious  lung  disease.  These  are 
the  cases  who  spread  tuberculosis  infection  in  their  own  households,  at  their 
places  of  employment  and  in  public  places.  They  are  quite  a  small  group  on 
the  tuberculosis  register  and  their  niombers  are  falling  year  by  year.  Elderly 
men  figure  frequently  among  them  because  they  are  unco— operative  in  attending 
for  examination  and  treatment  and  because  lung  infections' tend  to  break  down 
in  old  age. 

The  importance  of  this  small  group  of  infectious  cases  is  sufficient  to 
Justify  their  inclusion  in  a  separate  register  and  to  the  cancellation  of 
visits  to  cases  outside  the  group. 

During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  considerable  reduction  in  the 
expenditure  upon  after-care  for  tuberculosis  cases  because  of  their  shrinkage  i: 
niombers  and  because  most  of  their  needs  have  been  met  by  the  National  Assistanc'i 
scheme.  The  nimiber  of  cases  receiving  free  milk  under  the  County  Council 
scheme  has  also  shown  a  steady  decline.

Training  Centre 

The  intake  of  trainees  continues  to  rise  and,  in  spite  of  staffing 
difficulties,  etc.,  the  scope  of  work  is  being  steadily  expanded.  During 
the  year,  the  Male  Handicrafts  instructor  concluded  his  ten  months  coiurse  of 
training  and  continued  his  work  at  the  Training  Centre. 

Three  buses  are  now  running  daily  to  convey  the  trainees  to  and  from  the 
Centre  and  cover  the  Divisional  area.  In  addition,  children  are  being 
collected  from  Braithwell  by  one  of  the  buses. 

Phase  1  of  the  extensions  to  the  Centre  to  provide  accommodation  for 
116  trainees  is  now  almost  complete,  phase  2  (the  kitchens  and  dining-hall) 
is  as  yet  not  started,  but  it  is  hoped  phase  2  will  follow  on  without  delay 
when  the  first  part  is  complete.  Ihis  will  enable  meals  to  be  cooked  on 
the  premises. 

The  senior  section  is  now  open  48  weeks  per  year  instead  of  school  terms 
of  approximately  39  weeks  per  annim.

Drainage  and  Seinerage 

The  work  of  laying  new  sewers  in  Pirbeck  Village  was  ooiiipleted  during 
the  year.  However,  it  was  not  possible  to  connect  drainage  from  properties 
to  the  sewer  because  extensions  to  the  Hodsocks  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in 
Worksop  Rural  District  were  not  completed.  Legal  notices  were  served  upon 
owners  whose  properties  had  closets  other  than  water  closets,  requiring  them 
to  allow  the  Coxincil  to  carry  out  the  necessary  conversions  when  it  was  possible 
to  use  the  new  sewer. 

Similar  notices  had  been  served  upon  owners  of  property  in  Woodall,  but 
when  visits  were  made  to  the  property,  it  was  found  that  in  every  case,  the 
owner  wished  to  effect  the  conversion  himself.  Provided  that  application  was 
mad(i}  before  work  started,  the  Council  agreed  to  pay  a  grant  of  £15*  Os.  Od. 
towards  the  cost  of  the  work  or  505^  of  "tlie  eipendittare  incurred  whichever  was 
the  lesser  of  the  two.  Whilst  this  method  of  achieving  conversion  of  closets 
is  simpler  and  possibly  cheaper  for  the  Council ,  it  was  proved  in  this  case  to 
be  much  slower.  At  the  year  end,  7  pail  closets  out  of  a  total  of  13  closets 
still  required  to  be  converted. 

When  the  Pirbeck  Scheme  is  finally  completed,  the  way  will  be  clear  for 
improvements  to  be  carried  out  to  the  sewers  and  disposal  works  at  Thorpe 
Salvin.

Water  Supply 

The  Council  was  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  water  in  the 
district  until  the  31st  March,  I962.  After  this  date,  an  amalgamation  took 
place  and  the  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks  Department  became  responsible 
for  distribution.  The  Council's  staff  employed  in  the  Water  Department 
were  transferred  to  the  Sheffield  Corporation  Staff  and  the  Corporation 
accepted  the  responsibility  for  maintenance  of  all  Council's  water  installations. 

One  of  the  few  advantages  of  the  poor  summer  weather  during  1962,  was 
an  ample  supply  of  drinking  water.  Throughout  the  year,  the  supply  was 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

An  effort  was  made  to  persuade  the  owner  of  an  outlying  farmstead  to 
connect  it  to  the  mains  supply.  This  was  not  successful  at  the  year  end, 
and  the  number  of  houses  not  connected  to  mains  supply  remained  at  seven.

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Housing 


During  19^2,  it  was  possible  to  carry  out  the  long  awaited  re-housing 
of  occupiers  of  sub-standard  dwellings.  Some  fifty-two  families  were 
moved  from  sliim  properties  into  Council  owned  houses,  the  majority  of  these 
being  erected  on  the  Red  Hill  site  at  Kiveton  Park. 

Properties  in  Clearance  Areas  at  Kiveton  Park  Station  and  Wales  Bar  were 
emptied  and  the  owners  were  asked  to  proceed  with  demolition  work.  At  the 
year  end,  only  six  houses  were  occupied  in  North  Terrace,  Waleswood,  and  it 
was  anticipated  that  these  occupants  would  be  re-housed  early  in  1963* 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  construction  of  twelve  new  houses  on  the  North 
Anston  housing  site.  Several  of  these  will  be  required  to  re-house  tenants 
in  sub-standard  property  in  the  Parish  to  complete  the  current  slum  clearance 
programme. 

Eight  new  houses  were  completed  on  the  High  Nook  housing  site  in  the 
Dinnington  St.  John’s  parish  to  accommodate  tenants  living  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  East  Midland  Gas  Board  Plant  at  Rotherham  Road,  Dinnington. 

On  vacation  of  these  houses,  the  Board  obtained  possession  and  closed  them. 

In  Harthill-with-Woodall  Parish,  it  was  not  found  possible  to  undertake 
any  new  building  work  to  solve  the  slum  clearance  problem.  Negotiations  were 
completed  for  the  purchase  of  a  plot  of  land  in  Winney  Hill  from  the  Parish 
Council.  Towards  the  year  end,  tenders  for  the  construction  of  twelve  old 
persons'  bungalows  on  this  site  were  considered  by  the  Coxuicil.  It  was 
decided  that  in  view  of  the  high  cost  of  development  to  defer  a  decision. 
However,  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  a  pair  of  houses 
and  a  pair  of  bungalows  in  Winney  Hill  at  the  entrance  'to  Firvale.  ■  The  ' 
Council  were  able  to  purchase  additional  land  adjacent. to  their  existing 
housing  site  overlooking  the  Harthill  Ponds,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year,  no 
decision  had  been  made  to  construct  any  dwellings  on  this  site. 

It  became  apparent  during  the  year  that  the  aluminium  pre-fabricated 
bungalows  in  the  Wales  and  Dinnington  St.  John’s  Parishes  were  deteriorating 
more  rapidly  than  had  previously  been  anticipated.  A  five-year  programme 
of  re-housing  and  demolition  was  embarked  upon  and  in  the  Wales  parish,  it 
was  decided  to  allocate  eighteen  of  the  twenty-six  new  houses  on  the  Red  Hill 
site  for  the  re-housing  of  the  tenants  in  the  first  phase  of  the  prograrmne. 
This  would  make  it  possible  to  clear  the  bimgalows  from  one  street  and  to 
construct  new  traditionally  built  bungalows  to  replace  them.  The  new 
bungalows  will  then  be  occupied  by  the  tenants  from  another  street,  which  in 
turn,  would  be  demolished  and  re-developed.  The  work  will  proceed  in  this 
manner  until  the  whole  site  is  clearea  and  replaced  with  traditional  bungalows 
Very  similar  measures  were  put  in  hand  to  deal  with  the  alximiniimi  bungalows  ir 
the  Dinnington  St.  John’s  parish. 

An  enquiry  was  received  from  the  National  Coal  Board  asking  if  the  Gounci 
would  be  prepared  to  erect  houses  on  the  Board's  behalf  to  accommodate 
mineworkers  to  be  brought  into  the  district  from  the  less  productive  areas. 

The  initial  proposal  was  for  the  construction  of  fifty  houses  in  the  Wales 
Parish  and  twenty- five  in  the  Dinnington  St.  John’s  parish.  At  the  year  end, 
the  scheme  had  not  materialised,  but  discussions  were  being  held  with  the 
Board’s  representatives  on  the  terms  of  the  agreement. 

The  Department  undertook  the  work  of  enquiries  on  applicants  for  Council 
house  tenancies  at  the  request  of  the  representatives.  In  the  Dinnington 
St.  John's  parish,  a  survey  was  carried  out  on  those  cases  who  had  applied 
since  the  original  survey  in  I96I.

There  were  no  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair,  no  undertakings 
were  given  and  no  certificates  were  granted. 


Grants  for  the  improvement  of  Housing  Accommodation 

Until  31st  March,  1962,  this  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
Siirveyor.  After  this  date,  it  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Health 

Department.  During  the  year,  17  applications  were  received  for  standard  grants 

and  20  applications  for  discretionary  grants  and  a  total  of  28  houses  were 
improved.  With  the  exception  of  two  cases  all  the  applications  came  from 
properties  which  were  owner -occupied.  In  an  effort  to  stimulate  further 
interest  in  improvement  grants,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
circularised  all  Local  Authorities  and  asked  them  to  give  the  schemes  greater 
publicity  and  more  urgent  priority.  It  was  suggested  that  areas  of  property 
which  could  benefit  from  improvement  should  be  scheduled  as  improvement  areas  and 
the  owners  persuaded  to  apply  for  improvement  grants.  In  those  cases  where  it 
was  not  possible  to  persuade  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants,  then 
compulsory  acquisition  by  the  local  authority  was  suggested. 


The  Council  agreed  that  Silverdales  at  Dinnington  and  Wales  Road  at  Kiveton 
Park  should  be  surveyed  in  an  effort  to  stimulate  a  greater  number  of 
applications  for  grants. 


Advances  for  acquiring  houses 

28  Applications  for  advances  under  the  Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Acts 
and  Housing  Acts  were  approved  by  the  Council.  During  the  year,  payment  was 
made  in  21  cases. 

Moveable  Dwellings 


The  Council  made  a  successful  application  to  the  local  Magistrates’  Court 
for  an  Order  under  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951? 
prohibiting  the  siting  of  caravans  on  roadside  verges  in  Common  Road,  North 
Anston,  near  Magila  Cottages.  This  has  had  the  desired  effect  of 

clearing  the  area  of  caravans.  Odd  caravans  still  appear  in  this  locality, 
but  they  are  quickly  moved  when  the  occupier’s  attention  is  drawn  to  the  Order. 

The  Council  refused  to  give  planning  permission  to  a  land  owner  at  North 
Anston  to  develop  land  as  a  caravan  site.  He  appealed  against  the  refusal  and 
a  public  enquiry  was  held  by  an  officer  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  After  the  enquiry,  the  officer  visited  the  proposed  site  and  in 
due  course,  the  Minister  upheld  the  Council’s  decision  to  refuse  planning  permission. 
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Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  West  Riding  County  Coimcil  asked  if  the  Department  would  co-operate 
in  a  nation-wide  survey  on  atmospheric  pollution  undertaken  in  conjunction 
with  the  Department  of  Scientific  Industrial  Research.  We  agreed  to  do  so 
and  a  measuring  instrument  was  installed  at  the  Chelmsford  Mining  and  Technical 
Institute.  The  installation  and  running  costs  are  home  hy  the  County  Council 
and  the  work  is  undertaken  hy  a  member  of  the  staff  and  senior  pupils  at  the 
Technical  Institute  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Departmeni 
I  would  like  to  express  ray  thanks  to  the  Principal  of  the  Institute  for  allowing 
the  measuring  instrument  to  he  installed  and  to  Mr.  J.  Thompson  and  his  students 
for  undertaking  the  recording  work. 

The  instrument  has  been  in  operation  for  only  a  short  time  and  it  is  not 
possible  to  give  any  comparative  readings  at  this  stage.  However,  it  should  be 
possible  to  give  some  statistical  information  in  future  reports. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Ice-Cream 

Routine  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  during  the  year  and  no  serious 
contravention-  of  the  Regulations  was  noted.

Meat  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  coming  into  force  in  this  district  of  the  Construction  Regulations 
relating  to  Slaughterhouses  resulted  in  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  being 
reduced  from  five  to  one.  The  one  remaining  slaughterhouse  did  not  comply 
with  the  Regulations  but  the  Council  decided  to  allow  the  owner  to  continue 
to  use  the  premises  until  the  30th  April  1^62  on  an  assurance  from  him  that 
the  improvements  would  be  completed  by  that  date.  However,  the  improvements 
were  not  carried  out  and  the  Council  refused  to  renew  the  licence  until  such 
time  as  the  necessary  work  was  carried  out.  These  were  finally  completed  on 
the  1st  Jime  and  the  licence  was  renewed. 

Apart  from  this  period,  slaughtering  took  place  on  most  days  and  resulted 
in  a  considerable  amount  of  time  brdng  spent  on  meat  inspection  duties  outside 
noimial  office  hours  and  at  weekends. 

On  these  occasions  when  I  was  unable  to  visit  the  slaughterhouse,  relief 
meat  inspection  duties  were  undertaken  by  qualified  Inspectors  from  the  Health 
Department  of  Rotherham  Rural  District  Council.

Remarks 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  undertaken  by  two  Shelvoke  &  Drewry 
fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicles  and  one  Dennis  10  cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicle. 
These  vehicles  are  staffed  by  three  drivers  and  fifteen  labourers. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  improved  by  the  replacement  of  a  Dennis 
vehicle  with  a  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  cesspool  emptier  with  a  capacity  of  800 
gallons.  The  work  is  now  less  arduous,  more  efficient  and  very  much  quicker. 

As  a  consequence  of  this,  it  is  now  possible  to  offer  a  much  better  service  to 
those  ratepayers  occupying  properties  v;ith  no  main  drainage  facilities. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  by  two  men,  one  of  whom  is  the  driver 
of  a  Bray  B.L.  30  loading  shovel.  This  machine  was  purchased  during  the  year 
after  demonstrations  by  several  similar  tj’pes  of  loading  shovels.  The  refuse 
tip  at  Red  Hill,  Ziveton  Park  was  closed  down  and  the  Kiveton  Park  Depot  tip 
replaced  it.  During  the  next  few  months  it  is  hoped  to  level  and  cover  the 
tipped  area  at  Red  Hill  and  to  hand  it  back  to  the  owners.  By  the  year  end, 
the  Rackford  Road,  North  Anston  tip  was  completed  and  soiled  over  and  we  shall 
shortly  be  able  to  hand  this  back  to  the  owner.  .  The  loading  shovel  did  a 
considerable  amoxint  of  work  on  the  Q^arry  Lane,  North  Anston,  refuse  tip.  There 
had  been  a  considerable  amount  of  indiscriminate  tipping  of  builders'  refuse  on 
the  completed  area  of  the  tip  surface  and  the  whole  had  a  most  untidy  appearance. 
The  area  was  levelled  and  filled  in  where  necessary  and  then  fenced  to  prevent 
further  tipping.  With  the  completion  of  the  Rackford  Road  Tip,  disposal  work 
was  again  concentrated  at  Quarry  Lane.  The  position  is  now  complicated  by  new 
building  work  taking  place  in  close  proximity  to  the  tipping  area.  As  a  .  - 
consequence,  it  was  decided  to  commence  the  new  tipping  operations  close  to  the 
new  houses  and  to  work  away  from  the  site.  As  time  goes  by  the  tipping  area 
will  be  further  and  further  away  from  the  houses. 
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Negotiations  took  place  during  19^2  between  the  Council  and  representatives! 
of  the  staff  on  the  fornrulation  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  those 
members  of  the  staff  employed  on  the  collection  of  refuse.  The  staff  employed 
on  the  two  S.D.  freighters  were  selected  to  inaugurate  the  scheme  which  finally 
came  into  operation  late  in  the  year.  Agreement  could  not  be  reached  as  to 
the  working  of  the  scheme  during  the  summer,  therefore  the  scheme  was  put  into 
operation  until  the  31st  March,  19^3 •  Before  this  date  is  reached,  further 

discussions  are  to  take  place  in  order  to  resolve  the  difficulties  of  working 
the  scheme  during  the  summer.
